TOKYO, Sept. 9.—Japanese ship-
ping interests will soon dominate the
Palfic unless the United States shakes
off her indifference. BSoichiro Asano,

Japanese shipping world declared Lo-
day.

“Qur company has been taking
steps to triple its tonnage to Ameri-
can ports.” he said, “and when the
plans of other Japanese companiea

¢ific trade. Formerly Japanese steam-
ers carried only twenty per cent of
the trade and the foreign vessels
earned $40,000,000 in freight.”
